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Course Description 

Are you curious about the Bible? Is any of it even relevant for today? The Bible Basics course 
provides you with an overview of the Bible and will demonstrate how the Old and New Testament 
books fit together. You will discover spiritual insights that will speak to your heart today and 
understand why the Bible has become an enduring and influential book. 

Course Objectives 

Upon completion of this course, you should be able to: 

1. Recall key elements of the story told in the Old Testament and see how the Old Testament 
books fit into the categories of history, poetry, or prophecy. 

2. Identify important characters and events in Genesis and explain how God’s chosen people 
entered the Promised Land. 

3. Trace the history of Kings from Saul to Jeroboam and Rehoboam and understand key events 
in the return of Judah from exile. 

4. Explain why the New Testament has been both loved and hated and understand the influence 
of the culture on the writers of the New Testament. 

5. Give a brief overview of the life of Christ as explained in the Gospels. 

6. Explain the major themes of the book of Acts. 

7. Explain major issues addressed by the New Testament Epistles (letters). 

8. Understand key ideas in the book of Revelation. 

Course Methods 


Throughout this course, a number of methods will be used to engage you in understanding, 
processing and applying the information learned in this course to your life. These methods 
include the following: 

• Video-based teaching 

The primary teaching session in each lesson is provided in video format. If you do not have 
the bandwidth required to view the video, we provide the option of listening to the lesson 
or reading the lesson from a transcript.
